Ho far as 1 am informed, the 
patrons of the postoffice are fairly well ac­ 
commodated in a building which is rented 
by tho government at tho rate of $800 per 
annum, and though the postmaster natur­ 
ally certifies that ho and his fourteen em­ 
ployes require much more spaeious sur­ 
roundings, 1 have no doubt ho and they can 
be induced to continue to » erve the govern­ 
ment in its present quarters.

“While a line government building is a 
iesirable ornament to any town or city, 
and while the securing of an appropriation 
therefor is often considered as an illustra­ 
tion of zeal and activity in the interest of a 
constituency, 1 am of the opinion that this 
expenditure of public money for such pur 
pose should depend upon the necessity of 
.ueb a building for public usos.” 
In bis veto of the sonate bill for a public 
building at Sioux City, Iowa, tho president 
mys; 
"The roport of the committee of the 
house of representatives, to whom this bill 
was referred, states that by the census of 
1S80 the population of ¡Sioux City was nearly 
8,000, and that by other enumerations since 
made its popuiatiou would seem to exceed 
.3 000. 
It is further stated in the report 
that for accommodations of this population 
the city contains ¡503 brick and 2,084 frame 
buildings. 
It seems that 
the consider­ 
ation or tho merits of this bill and the 
ueceadtiesof the government should control 
the question, and that it should be decided 
as a business proposition, depending upon 
the need of a government building at the 
point proposed, in order to do the govern­ 
ment work . 
This greutly reduces the valve 
of statistics, showing population, extent of 
business, prospective growth and matters of 
that k ind, which, though exceedingly inter­ 
esting, do not always demonstrate the neces­ 
sity of the expenditure of a large sum of 
money for a public building.
